G ettysburg’s school-age population 
has decreased in the last year, it was 
disclosed today with the completion 
of a study of the annual school cen­ 
sus. The 1940 total is 1,080 as com­ 
pared with 1,141 counted last year 
Tile decrease occurred both in the 
public and parochial school rooms 
The same census showed only four 
boys and girls of school age in 
G ettysburg attending private schools

Pennsylvania’s 
protection 
against 
aerial invasion 
It listed these "first importance 
airport sites” for initial develop­ 
ment: 
Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, 
Allentown - Bethlehem. 
Harrisburg, 
Erie and the anthracite region. 
In the second group are Reading. 
Bristol, Oil City, Mi Jewett, Lan­ 
caster, State College, DuBois, Lock 
Haven, York and Waynesboro. 
Within a third classification the j 
committee placed Berwick, Altoona. 
Danville, 
Sunbury. 
Waynesburg, 
Coatesville, 
Chambersburg, 
Car­ 
lisle, 
Ebensburg-Johnstown, 
To­ 
wanda and Matamoras. 
Seaplane Bases 
It called also for seaplane bases 
at Erie, Philadelphia, Bristol, Wal­ 
lenpaupack, 
Safe 
Harbor, 
Pitts­ 
burgh and Pymatuning. 
The "average-sized" fields would 
be enlarged, fitted with lighting and 
repair facilities, and provided with 
hangars “large enough for at least 
one of the largest ships.” 
The fields would be connected 
"with systems of cheap emergency 
landing fields or strips at inter­ 
vals of not over ten miles." 
"We 
should take over as a state-operated 
airways system, all principal fields 
listed and lay 
out 
and 
suitable 
mark routes between them,’’ the 92- 
page report suggested. It noted the 
fields would constitute a valuable 
base for peace-time civilian and 
commercial flying. 
"The cost of the entire program 
will be less than one battleship,” 
the committee reported. 
"We be­ 
lieve $5,000,000 of state money for 
sponsorship and direct use will take 
care of needs till the regular leg­ 
islature session (January I, 1941). 
If not. call a special session.” 
Stop Road Building 
"Tile best means we have avail­ 
able is to stop all unnecessary high­ 
way building and turn the highway 
forces and equipment to building 
air bases before both ourselves and 
tile highways are blown to pieces, 
the report urged. 
"The place to get the money now 
is from the federal government and 
the motor funds. The federal gov­ 
ernment is willing, and the motor 
funds are legally available. 
"Defense is more important now 
than relief and the rush for work 
for rearmament will cut out much 
of tile unnecessary ’relief.’ ” 
In a letter aeompaning the re­ 
port, the committee told the gov­ 
ernor that in the absence ol the 
legislature, he is the only man in 
Pennsylvania who "can act and he 
has wide powers. 
We are sure that 
the public is impatient for action 
which

see. 
They want forceful leadership now."
